JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June 5.— 
Instructions to 114 county assessors 
of Missouri in regard to the assess­ 
ment of the property of railroads and 
other public utilities are being sent 
out by the state tax commission, Roy 
H. Monier, chairman of the commis­ 
sion stated today. 
The assessors have from June I to 
December 31 to complete the assess­ 
ment of taxable property in their re­ 
spective counties, Mr. Monier said, 
and must have their complete re­ 
turns filed with the county courts by 
January 20 of each year. 
Tho 
instructions 
specify 
what 
classes of railroad property the as­ 
sessors shall assess and also enum­ 
erates the classes of property assess­ 
ed directly by the state tax commis­ 
sion. 
Railroad property Is divided into 
tw'o classifications, Monier asserted. 
The first class is assessed by the tax 
commission 
and 
consists 
of 
the 
length of the road by miles, depots, 
water tanks, turn tables, engines and 
cars, owned or leased by the rail­ 
road. These properties are certified 
to the tax commission by the rail­ 
roads themselves and are 
assessed 
directly 
by 
tho 
tax 
commission, 
which also fixes a fair valuation on 
the property, Mr. Monier said. 
The 
state board of equalization equalizes 
this property, he added. 
A duplicate of the statement of the 
railroads is 
furnished 
the 
county 
clerk in each county in w'hich the 
roads may have property 
of 
this 
classification and it is the duty of 
the county.court to examine and cer­ 
tify to the tax commission the cor­ 
rectness of the description and valua­ 
tion of the property. 
The second class includes all prop­ 
erty, real, personal or mixed, includ­ 
ing lands, machine shops, workshops, 
roundhouses, 
ware houses, 
other 
buildings, goods chattels and otfice 
furniture. 
The assessments on this 
class of property are made by the 
county 
assessors of 
counties 
in 
which the property is located. 
The j 
railroads also certify the amount and 
valuation of the 
property 
to 
the 
county assessors w'bo in turn verify 
it. If there is a terminal or division 
station in a county where consider-j 
able property of the second classifi-1 
cation is located, a 
valuation 
en-j 
gineer of the state tax commission i 
is sent to assist the local assessor, 
it w'as explained. 
The instructions in regard to the j 
assessment of telephone 
properties 
by the county assessors states that 
“only the property of mutual 
tele­ 
phone companies should be assessed 
by the local 
assessor. 
Such 
com­ 
panies are those not organized for 
profit and maintained by the assess­ 
ment of members or stockholders.”

RIOT OF COLOR IN 
GORGEOUS ATTIRE 


Big Spectacle of The For­ 
ty-Ninth Annual Gath­ 
ering of Nobles, j -

WASHINGTON, June 5.—Pennsyl­ 
vania avenue, scene ot many historic 
pageants, probably never presented 
am more colorful picture than it did 
today, as the 20,000 Nobles of the 
Mystic Shrine marched over its two 
miles of “burning sands” from the 
capitol to Washington Circle. As the 
procession passed through the “Gar­ 
den of Allah,” reproduced in front 
of the White Houe, it was viewed 
by the president, Noble Warren G, 
Harding and 
Imperial 
Potentate 
James S. Mc Candless. 
Thi parade, one of the four plan­ 
ned for the forty-ninth annual con­ 
vention of the Shriners, which got 
under way today, was designed as 
the big spectacle of the gathering of: 
the nobles, and it proved to be all of 
that. The long line of marchers pre- 
sented a riot of color that for vivid­ 
ness and contrast, 
scarcely 
could 
have been surpassed. 
Only a little 
picturesque was the setting with a 
canopy of red, 
yellow 
and 
green 
streamers— the Shrine colors—over 
head and the national colors blended 
w’ith these in the 
decorations 
of 
buildings along the route. 
Each of the scores of temples in 
the line had its drill team and with 
the broad expanse of the 
avenue, 
cleared of all traffic, there was ample 
room for the execution of even the 
most complicated formations. But, 
with as many bands as temples, the 
march was essentiall one of music. 
Each band apparently sought to out­ 
do its immediate neighbor, with the 
result that the rolling 
of 
drums, 
blaring of basso horns and shrilling 
of piccolos drowned most of the ap­ 
plause of the thousands who over­ 
flowed the

SMALL PLANES FOR 
BRITISH AMATEURS 


LONDON, June 5.—Airplane flying 
promises to become as 
popular in 
England as 
bicycle 
or 
motoring. 
British manufacturers are now per­ 
fecting light models of aircraft that 
will cost little more than a motor­ 
cycle. 
They are fitted with small 
engines of four horsepower and have 
a speed of 50 miles an hour. They 
leave the ground with a few yards 
run and land at less than 25 miles an 
hour. 
The dangers are less for­ 
midable than those of the big flying 
machines, and anyone with a rudi­ 
mentary knowledge of mechanics can 
handle the new models . 
In an effort further to popularize 
flying, the British under secretary of 
State for Air has offered a prize of 
$2,500 for a light airplane competi­ 
tion confined to 
British 
machines 
with a maximum of 8 
horsepower. 
The cost of the airplane when com­ 
pleted is not to exceed $500. A com­ 
mendable condition is ability for the 
machine to be transported a mile by 
two persons within three hours, the 
test to include getting out of a field 
through the ordinary field gate and 
traveling along an average country 
road. 
The competition is to 
take 
place in September over a triangular 
course of not less than 15 miles, and 
as the minimum distance which must 
be flown on the one gallon of gas­ 
oline that is to be allowed Is 50 miles 
there will be ample encouragement 
to produce an economical machine.

It was an effort to 
remove law’ making, law prosecution 
and law enforcing from the sudden 
burst of anger and passion that sway j 
the minds and judgment of the best 
of men. 
“It is up to the American people 
pretty soon to determine 
whether 
they care to maintain this old fash­ 
ioned system of government which 
preserved the life, liberty and prop­ 
erty of its citizens, or whether they 
are about to plunge themselves into 
the experiment of a pure democracy 
where the shifting tides of the pas­ 
sion of self interest or class interest 
vary standards from day to day. 
“The new Idea of democracy Ine­ 
vitably tends to legislation by class­ 
es, and once the classes have obtain­ 
ed control of government, then some 
one class will take charge of affairs, j 
and that will be the end of democ­ 
racy. The tyranny of a class Is just 
as inimical to the rights of the peo-1 
pie as tyranny of a single man sit-!

One of the handsomest bedding an­ 
nuals and one of the most satisfact­ 
ory in general effect ii the Madagas­ 
car periwinkle of Vinca rosea, a dual- 
purpose plant. 
Seed sown as soon 
as the ground is warm will give a 
crop of plants for summer bedding 
and then they may be lifted to bloom 
all winter in the house. 
This old-fashioned plant has shin­ 
ing, dark green ,laurel-like 
foliage, 
making a fine bushy plant about a 
foot tall which is thickly studded all 
gummer with white, rose and white 
with acrimson-eye flower. It is or­ 
namental both in foliage ana nower. 
Sown now, it will be valuable 
to 
plant in beds occupied by late tulips 
or other spring bulbs leaves fade and 
soon fill the bed. 
The seed is rather slow in germin­ 
ation but makes a rapid growth once 
it gets a start. The individual flow- 
ers resemble somewhat the bloom of 
the Phlox Drummondii but do not 
grow in clusters as does the phlox 


and are largeer individually than the 
flower of the phlox. 
There are only the three 
colors 
and a bed of one color is more ef­ 
fective than a mixture of three, al­ 
though the pure white and the white

Often known in old gardens as “Old 
Maid.” 
It ie a relative of the trail­ 
ing vinca .the varigated leaves of 
which are commonnly used in porch 
boxes, and of the periwinkle or grave 
myrtle, a hardy ground-covering vine 
with bright blue blossoms in early 
spring. 
The plants should be set a foot 
apart each way in a bed.

One can alway* Judge the 
food value of any product by the 
number of calories it contains; that 
is, how much energy WIL it give 
you when eaten. Lettuce, a lovely 
head, or a beautiful green cucum­ 
ber may be big aud strong-looking, 
but has no nourishment; however, 
lettuce is valuable as it is rich In 
vitamines and should be served fre­ 
quently because of them. 
Buying foods out of season un­ 
less for a dainty for an invalid, is 
very extravagant. It takes will pow­ 
er to pass by the tempting things 
In th* market that look so attract­ 
ive, but if we are wise we will buy 
the food that will furnish the most 
energy for the money.

Enstrom, a leading Swedish indus­ 
trial and financial expert, in a recent 
address before the Association 
of 
Swedish Industries. 
One of the m ost Important sources 
of fuel oil which has recently been 
experimented with here is bitumin­ 
ous shale. 
It was estim ated by the 
speaker, that the Swedish shale de­ 
posits could yield about 500,000,000 
tons of shale oil. 
Production on a 
small scale is at present being car­ 
ried on. 
A still more practical 
substitute 
for petroleum is wood alcohol, said 
Mr. 
Enstrom. 
And 
Sweden could 
within a short time produce wood 
alcohol in quantities corresponding to 
the present consumption of gasoline. 
Its manufacure as a by-product of 
chemical wood pulp is particularly 
economical. 
The existing factories 
have a capacity of about 5.000,000 
gallons of wood alcohol a year, and 
with new building 
and still 
more 
highly developed methods of conser­ 
vation, he declared, 
this capacity 
could be Increased to about 17,000,- 
000 gallons a year. 
Finally, Sweden, because 
of 
her 
great hydro-electric resources, 
will 
In the future permit a very much 
greater use of electricity stored in 
batteries. 
Almost every section 
of 
the country is now served by the net 
of power lines, and electricity could 
be drawn from them for the use of 
passenger cars, trucks, and tractors.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June 5.— 
The State Highway Commission has 
determined to rid the principal high­ 
ways of the state of billboards.

CHICAGO, June 5—Local wet lead­ 
ers plan three actions this week in 
support of Governor Smith’s repeal 
of the New York state prohibition en­ 
forcement law*, the Chicago Tribune 
announces today. 
The newspaper says 
that 
Alder­ 
man John J. Coughlin will introduce 
at the city council meeting tomorrow 
a resolution complimenting Governor 
Smith on his 
“courage, 
patriotism 
and love of personal liberty.” The re­ 
solution will call upon the state legis­ 
lature to repeal the Illinois search 
and seizure act and place the state 
in the same position as New York in 
prohibition enforcement. 
Next, according to 
the 
Tribune, 
Anton J. Cermak, president of the 
county board, will go to Springfield, 
either today or tomorrow* and seek 
to introduce a 
similar 
resolution, 
which, in addition, would direct the 
assembly to begin a draft of an Ill­ 
inois repealer. 
The third move will be made 
by 
Cermak on his return here, when a 
duplicate resolution will be present­ 
ed to the county board. 


BERLIN, June 5.—While hundreds 
of communists were being rounded 
up by German 
police in the Ruhr 
Valiev, strikes continued to spread. 
It is apaprent that the strike pro­ 
gram has been planned in advance 
very carefully ,and that it is being 
carried oue regardless of interfen- 
ence. 
While police were arresting com­ 
munists in Bochum and Dortmund, 
fresh strikes were causing many in­ 
dustries in the southern part of the 
valley to close down. 
Communists 
prevented workers from reaching an 
agreement with their employers 
in 
the Remscheid district. The laborers, 
by an overwhelming majority, voted 
to return to work in the Cologne 
area, however. 
Many workers walked out in the 
Wupperdal neighborhood, 
while the 
men employed in three big metal 
plants at Barmen, on the edge of the 
occupied zone, also quit. 
The German police, partly reorgan­ 
ized In the Ruhr for the purpose of 
stamping out the communist flame, 
are working in military style. Flying 
squadrons of these armed men sur­ 
round whole blocks of dwellings in 
which communists are believed hid­ 
ing, and then a door to door search 
is conducted. 
In Dortmund 
five 
hundred 
reds 
w*ere arrested. 
Nearly every one of 
them was armed ,and many of 
the 
houses raided turned out to be verit­ 
able arsenals, with 
cellars 
packed 
with 
munitions. 
Many 
business 
and restaurants, which have the re­ 
putation of being haunts 
of reds, 
were closed by the police. At Hoerde, 
fifty communists were taken in 
a 
series of raids. 


SPLENDID PROGRESS 
ON POWER DAM 


LEBANON, Mo., June 5.—Splendid 
progress is being made in the con­ 
struction of 
the 
2,500 
horsepower 
hydro-electric plant by the Missouri 
Water Power Company at Whitworth 
Bend on the Niangua River, near this 
city, an enterprize 
that 
is 
being 
largely financed by the 
people 
of 
Lebanon. 
It will take almost a year 
to complete the project. The plant is 
being erected at a point where the 
Niangue River makes a 7 mile loop, 
returning at a point to within 900 
feet of its channel. 
The drop be 
tween the channels at this point is 
23 feet. A dam is being built acrose 
the river and a tunnel has been drill­ 
ed through the rock to the level of 
the lower channel. The power house 
will be at the dam. When completed 
the plant will develop about 2,500 
hoisepower, or in terms of electrical 
energy, 34,500 kilowatt hours a day. 
An important result of this hydro­ 
electric development will be the cre­ 
ation of a large lake in one of the 
best fishing districts in Missouri, and 
it is expected that it will become a 
favorite summer resort with the peo­ 
ple of Central Missouri, 
it will be 
within reach of Springfield, Sedalia, 
Warsaw, Linn Creek, Jefferson City! 
Boonville and other 
North 
Central 
Missouri cities.

Report* Heavy Business 
ST. LOUIS, 
Mo., 
June 5.—That 
Missouri Pacific uusiness and opera­ 
tion shows continued improvement is 
revealed by a statem ent issued today 
by President L. W. Baldwin. 
For the month of May 77,458 cars 
of revenue freight were loaded local­ 
ly, an increase of seventeen and two 
tenths per cent over the correspond­ 
ing month of the previous year and 
four and nine tenths per cent greater 
than April 7923. 
Total loading re­ 
ceipts from 
connections 
numbered 
109,120 cars averaging four thousand 
one hundred and ninety seven per 
day, an increase of four hundred and 
four per day over May 1922 or ten 1 
y * and six tenths per cent. 
I 
This volume of business exceeded 1 
■ I any previous May since 1917 and was 
j | five per cent more than April this 
1 year and surpassed any month du r-1 
ing the year 1922. 
The principal commodities record- j 
j j jing increases are lumber, and other 
V forest products, crude oil and retin­ 
t e d oil, building material, live stock, 
agricultural implements and coal. 
The movement of traffic kept pace 
with the volume loaded. 
The num­ 
ber of commercial loads moved in­ 
creased 52,179 or fourteen and four 
tenths per cent over May last year. 
The daily average increasing 2,684, 
the movement exceeded that of any 
month since October 1921. 
The expedited handling is reflect­ 
ed in average miles per car per day 
of 29.04 compared 
with 
21.20 
in 
March and 25.43 in April of the pres­ 
ent year. 
This has resulted in an 
ample supply of equipment for 
loading offerfed.

with the ministry of commerce, draw 
ing up a plan of agreement govern­ 
ing the status of French merchant­ 
men while in the port of New York 
to be submitted to Premier Poincare 
for presentation to Washington.
